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SEES GERMANY 
IN DANGER OF 
TAKING PATH 
TO NEW WARS 


Germ any today Is in danger of 
traveling the same post-war route 
that led from World War I to Hitler 
and World War II. Dr William K. 
Sunderm yer, professor of Germ an 
at Gettysburg college, indicated In a 
talk to the local Rotary club Mon­ 
day night at the YWCA building 
The 
local teacher recently 
re­ 
turned from a visit to his native 
Germany, his first in ten years. He 
told the Rotarians, “I will not draw 
conclusioas, but as I traveled in 
Germ any I heard things and I saw 
things, and I will report them to you 
without conclusions, for I was not 
there long enough to become thor­ 
oughly familiar with the situation.” 
The first person he met in G er­ 
many, a Germ an policeman, told 
him th at 'Tile generals deliberately 
lost tile war. They tried to get rid 
of Hitler before the war, but could 
not. They tried to get rid of him 
during the war, but he was too 
much of a genius for them, so they 
deliberately planned it th at wa} 
to 
lose the war and destroy Hitler ’’ 
Sunderm yer termed this “the 1949 
version of the stab iu the buck of 
1919 Then the Germ ans .spread the 
story that the Socialists caused them 
to Jose World War I; now they all 
appear to believe that the generals 
deliberately lost World War II 
It 
was tile same thing all over again.” 
He reported th at lie had told the 
story, horrified, to other Germans, 
and all seemed to agree th at the 
policeman was right. They all be­ 
lieved "the generals deliberately lost 
the war.” 
Trouble In Schools 
Hts brother, said Doctor Sunder­ 
myer, "is a director of a gymnasium, 
like a superintendent of schools 
here. He was an anti-Nazi and as 
a result when the war was over he 
became head of the school, Just 
a tte r the- war, he wrote us full of 
hope 
for the future, but all 
is 
changed now. He tired the Nazi pro­ 
fessors. and hired liberal men. Then 
the 
denazification 
courts 
began 
The Nazi professors were declared 
free of the taint of Nazism, Under 
the law they dem ander their old 
jobs back and got them. Now my 
brother is afraid to say anything in 
his own school. He is again su r­ 
rounded by Nazis 
* He trave a test to 35 of his pupils, 
asking whom they blamed for the 
present condition of Germany. Hit­ 
ler, or 
someone 
else. Only 
two 
blamed Hitler; the rem ainder said 
Hitler was not responsible ” 
Sees “Hitler Youth” 
The local college professor said he 
was “afraid, frightened bv what I 
saw in Germany. I had wondered 
what was happening to the Hitler 
youth In Germany I saw them, the 
young people between 18 and 25 
now. They are all organized in hik­ 
ing, 
boating 
dancing, 
painting 
groups They all wear their hair the 
same. almost as a uniform They dis­ 
appear into the woods, or travel 
down the streams and no one knows 
what they do, or whether they have 
an overall leader or not But you 
see them everywhere and they’ all 
look alike. It Is frightening. They 
keep mum, even to their families, 
about what they were doing. I knew 
many of them They were children 
of my friends. And I could not get 
them to tell me about their plans 
or w hat they were doing 
They 
simply would not talk of It.’’ 
Everywhere in Germany, the local 
man said “there was on one side 
a tremendous amount of work to 
do; and on the other a tremendous 
num ber of unemployed 
Yet these 
people did not have the initiative 
to start working themselves. I have 
another brother in Germ any who is 
desperately poor I suggested to him 
th at since he was an engineer he get 
together 20 or 30 other unemployed 
men and go to the mayor of town 
and suggest that they begin clean­ 
ing out the rubble and rebuilding. 
at no pay, only for food furnished 
by the city. But my brother said 
he would not dare. It was up to 
the mayor to make such decisions 
and he would not dare even suggest 
it to him. And all over Germany 
you see the same thing, this lack 
of Initiative. Some of it is explained 
by the fact th at Germans feel in a 
few years Russia will overrun them 
and they ask themselves, ‘why build 
up now, It will all be destroyed 
again.’ 
Typical Of Germans 
“But most of the lack of initiative 
is typical of Germans. They seek a 
leader. Most Germans are not in­ 
terested in politics, in democracy. I 
think they prefer some one to tell 
them what to do.”

A voluntary Inspection of retail 
and commercial buildings, apart­ 
ment houses, hotels and other prop­ 
erty will be conducted in Gettysburg 
October 24 for the purpose of elimi­ 
nating. so far as possible, all fire 
hazards This was decided Monday 
evening at a meeting of Chamber of 
Commerce officials, committee chair­ 
men and representatives of the Fire 
Prevention Association of Pennsyl­ 
vania at the Hotel Gettysburg 
A crew of 30 to 40 fire mspeators 
will come here and conduct the in ­ 
spection under the supervision of 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Gettysburg Fire Department. Boy 
and Oirl Scouts will also assist in 
the work. 
Need Owners Consent 
John W Turner, vice president of 
the Harrisburg division of the As­ 
sociation, said that only those build- 
ings. exclusive of private homes, 
whose owners give their consent, will 
be inspected A survey of the prop­ 
erty owners will be made by Cham ­ 
ber committees prior to October 24 
to ascertain who will permit thair 
buildings to be inspected.
